‘Hie Speaks of the “Patriot in Peace” 
and Asserts That More Moral 
Courage Is Needed by the 
Members of Political 
Parties. 


Boston, January 9.—Hon. William J. 
Bryan arrived in Boston this afternoon 
from New Haven to be the guest of the 
Commonwealth Club. He was accom- 
panied from Providence by two delegates 
of the club, and was met at South Sta- 
tion by a committee of the members and 
escorted to the Quincy house. The re- 
ception committee included President 
George F. Washburn, of the club; Hon. 
Alexander B. Bruce, former candidate for 
governor on the democratic ticket, and 
Robert Treat Payne, Jr., of Boston, 

A big crowd was at the station to see 
the distinzuished visitor, and when he 
etepped from the train and passed along 
the platform, he was loudly cheered. He 
Was recognized on the street and heartily 
preeted. 

At 6:30 o’clock Mr. Bryan held a re 
céption at the Quincy house and man. 
men of political and business prominence 
paid him their respects. 

Following the reception a banquet was 
served. 

‘In assuming the toastmaster’s chair, 
President Washburn read a number of 
replies to invitations extended to men 
ef prominence. Among them were brief 
letters from Governor Crane, Admiral] 
Dewey, Lieutenant General Miles and 
Rear Admir2il W. 8. Schley (retired), 
all regretting that other engagements 
prevented their attendance. 

Welcome to Mr. Bryan. 

In welcoming Mr. Bryan and the other 
guests, President Washburn explained 
the objects of the organizatidn which 
was formerly called the Bryan Club. He 
said that its love and respect for Mr. 
Bryan had not changed, but as the Com- 
monwealth Club, its purpose is to con- 
tinue an active progréssive force in mu- 
nicival, stat2 and national affairs. He 
continued: 

“Viewed from the standpoint of phys- 
ical and mental! endurance, Mr. Bryan’s 


_ experience in two great presidential cam- 


paigns and the interval] between stands 
out as a marvel in the political history 
of-the republic.” , 

Lieutenant Governor John L. Bates, 
representing the state, said of Mr. Bryan: 

“It is not necessary for the descendants 
of pilgrims and puritans today to be- 
lieve in all the doctrines a man advocates 
in order to appreciate his ability when it 
is eminent or to respect his strength of 
character when it is great.”’ 

The welcome of the city was extended 
by its recently inaugurated mayor, Hon. 
Patrick A. Collins, who spoke of Mr. 
Bryan as an idea! American. 

Mr. Bryan's subject was “‘The Patriot 
in Peace,” and when he was introduced 
everyone arose and cheered. He said: 

“I have confidence that in our political 
battles of the future we shall fight them 
on a higher plane than in the past. The 
Spanish war: taught us the lesson that 
there is a patriotism in the. nation suffi- 
cient for any time of need and that there 
is no portion of a political party that does 
not have at heart the nation’s welfare. 
There is but one basis upon which peace 
can be bullt, and that is justice. I have 
not been able to find 9 definition of pa- 
triotism that satisfies me. To me it is 


. that love of country which leads a man 


to give his country that which his coun- 
try needs at the time it needs it. I regard 
the duties of peace as imperative as the 
duties of war. 


What Americans Need. 

“Tt is an enlightened selfishness which 
leads a man to do for his country that 
which he feels is to do himself good in 
the end. : 

“What the American people need today 
is that form of patriotism that will lead 
them to study and understand the prob- 
Jems of government and will give them 
the moral] courage temo what they believe 
to be right, no matter what the conse- 
quences may be. Moral courage is rarer 
than physical courage and as important, 
if not more so. We need the moral cour- 
age that will lead us to rebuke our party 
when it is wrong: the Intelligence that 
wil, ‘teach a man that his party is not 
his master, but his servant. I believe 
that this country would be better if the 
men in public life had the moral ¢ourage 
to dissent. as did Senator Hoar, when 
his consciénce led him away from his 
party. 

“No human being can tell the effect of 
a single word or action. In history, al- 
ready, we can trace the development of 
small causes into great results. No one 
can measure the influence we can exert 
in a righteous cause. The valor of the 
Boers in South Africa has already made 
more secure every republic on earth ani 
the bodies of their dead have built a bul- 
wark behind which the lovers of liberty 
will fight for centuries to come. 

“Every time there is a struggle between 


right. and wrong. the death of those who | 
the right blossoms forth | 
into blessings for those who come after | 


struggle for 
them. It is the duty of the patriot in 
peace to fight the battles of peace and 
win the victories of peace no less renown- 
ed than the victories of war.”’

Leading Candidate Against Mc- 
Creary. 
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KENTUCKY WILL SEND 
M’CREARY TO SENATE 
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EX-GOVERNOR McCREARY, 
Named for United States Senator 
by Kentucky Democrats. 
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On the First Ballot the Former Governor Is Nomi- 
nated by the Democratic Caucus-==Judge 
Cantrill His Only Opponent. 
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Frankfcrt, Ky., January 9.—Standing in 
the rostrum of the old hall of repres=nta- 
tives of the Kentucky capitol, where 
ncarly thirty veers ago he began his pub- 
lic career; the Hon. James B. McCreary, 
of Madison county, tonight accepted the 
nomination of the democratic party to 
succeed William J. Deboe in the senate 
of the United States. He received the 
nomination by a vote of 62 to 37 over 
Circuit Judge Jemes R. Cantrill, of Scott 
county. He will be elected by the gen- 
eral assembly in joint session on ‘Tuesday 
of next week over Senator Deboe, who 
was indorsed by the republicans for re- 
election. 

The democratic caucus tcenight was har- 
monicus throughout, the only surprise 
being that sprung several hours before it 
convened by the withdrawal of Congress- 
men Charles K. Wheeler and David H. 
Smith, who have teen in the. contest 
fer the past year. They withdrew only 
when it became apparent that McCreary 
would be nominated, and Judge Cantril! 
remained in the race only to receive a 
complimentary vote. 


Byron Names McCreary. 

Twenty-five senatcrs and seventy-four 
representatives were present, one by 
jroxy. Senator W. A. . Byren, who 
nctminated ex-Governor McCreary, be- 
gan with, a. review cf the polft- 
ical troubles of 1600, to which he at- 
tributed the election of a democratic as- 
sembly. He reviewed briefly, from a 
party sterdpoint, national issues, and 
taid that McCreary filled to the fullest 
mieasure all the requirements of the po- 
sition he sought and would be an able 
colleague of United States Senator Black- 
burn. He complimented Congressman 
Wheeler on‘ withdrawing from the race 
and predicted that he would follow Mic- 
Creary to the senate. 

Representative Eli Brown, of’ Nelson 
ccunty, one of the youngest members 
of the house, presented the name of Judge 
James E. Cantril] for the nomination. He 
said Judge Cantrill had not entered the 
cempaign for reward for anything that 
he had done for the party, but because 


his friends insisted that he was the most 
able man jin Kentucky for the position. 

Seconding speeches were made by Rep- 
rescntative Herman Newcomb, of Louis- 
Vilie, and State Senator W. W. Booleg, 
of Spencer, for McCreary, and Allison 
Holland, of Henry, for Cantrill. 

The roll was called and resulted: Sen- 
ators, 14 for McCreary, 11 for Cantrill. 

Kepresentatives, 48 for McCreary, 26 for 
Cintrill. 

Total for McCreary 62, fcr Cantril] 37. 

Senator J. C. Cantrill moved to make 
the nomination unanimous and this was 
dcne amid loud applause. 

Senators Byron and Cantrill and Rep- 


resentative Brown notified the nominee 

of the caucus action and escorted him 

tc the house. He aacepted the nomina- 

tion and pledged himself to always be 

faithful to his constituents and to his 

country. 
Sketch of McCreary. 

For forty years James B. McCreary 
has been prominent in Kentucky's ‘Ms- 
tcry. He first came into notice in 1882, 
v¥ hen he assisted in raising the One hun- 
dred and tenth cavalry regiment for tne 
Kentucky service, C. 8. A. In this regi- 
ment he subsequently was” made li2n- 
tenant colonel, a rank he held at the 
close of the war. He served with distinc- 
tion in the Army of Tennessee unger Gefi- 
erels Morgan and Bragg; ani ufier* 
Breckinridge in Virginia, and surrendercd 
with his regiment at Appomattox. 

He entered politics in 1866, being chosen 
to represent Madison county in the Ken- 
tucky legislature. In 1875 he was elected 
governor on the democratic ticket. 

After retiring from the executive office 
he was elected to the forty-ninth con- 
gress, and reelected to the fiftieth, fifty- 
first, fifty-second, fifty-third and fifty- 
fourth corgresses.

the house committee on foreign affairs. 
Tie was also a member of the committces 
on coinage and weights and measures.

Washington, January 9.—(Special.)—A 
scene which has probably had no parallel 
save the passage of the bill carrying the

but two negative votes, the Hepburn bill, 
providing for the construction of the 
Nicaraguan canal, was passed by that 
body. The negative votes were cast by

After the test 
of the Mor® amendment for the purchase 
of the Panama property, which received

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 


Favorable Report Is Ordered on Bill 
of Senator Nelson. 


NEW CABINET PLACE MADE 


Incumbent Will Be Known as Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Duties 
Will Be Varied.

Washington, January 9.—The senate 


committee on commerce today authorized 
‘a favorable’ report on’ Senator Nelson's 
DilE fer the création of an executive de- 
partment of the government to be known 
as the department of commerce. 

Besides providing for -an ~ ard 
ditional member known 4s.a secretary of 
commerce, the bill provides for an as- 
sistant secretary and a consplement of 
officers. Under the new department shall 
be the following offices and bureaus: 

Life saving service, light house board, 
light house service, marine hespital serv- 
ice, steamboat inspection service, bureau 
of navigation and United States ship- 
ping commissioners, bureau of immigra- 
tion, bureau of statistics and the Unjted 
States coast and geodetic survey, the 
commissioner of railroads, the census 
office, the patent office, the department of 
labor, commjssioner of fish and fisheries, 
bureau of foreign commerce. this latter 
to be consolidated with the bureau of 
statistics. There is also established a 
burcau of manufactures and a bureau of 
mines and mining.

He explained that 
the amendment offered by him had been 
agreed upon after consultation between 
himself and Mr. Morris and Mr. Parker, 
of New Jersey, who had given notice 
that they would offer similar amend- 
ments. 

Mr. Underwood, of Alabama, opposed 
the amendment, saying the democratic 
platform had declared for the Nicaragua 
eanal.

BEYOND THE BILLION MARK 


Value of Mineral Products of United 
States for 1901. 


IRON AND COAL IN THE LEAD 


They Yielded More Than Half the 
Grand Total—South Shows 
Up Well. 


Washington, January 9.—The value of 
the mineral products of the United 
States in 1901 exceeded for the first time 
the billion dollar mark, according to 
the geological survey report on mineral 
resources which has just been issued. 
The figures were $1,087,603,606 as com- 
pared with- $971,900,894 in 1899, a gain of 
$95,702,712, or 9.85 per cent. Iron and coal 
alone yielded more than half of the 
gtand total, their combined value being 
over $566,000,000. The statistical sum- 
mary of the production of the various 
minerals already has been published. Of 
the total iron ore output of 27,553,161, long 
tons, the Lake Superior region, embrac- 
ing mines in Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, produced its maximum output 
of 20,564,238 long tons, or 75 per cent of 
the total for the United States. ‘The 
Mesaba range in Minnesota alone pro- 
duced 8,158,450 long tons, or 30 per cent 
of the total domestic product. 

The total value at the mines of the 
27,653,161 long tons produced in 1900 Was 
$66,590,504 as compared with $34,999,077 in 
1399, a gain of 90.26 per cent. The aver- 
age price was $2.42 per long ton as com- 
pared with $1.42 per ton in 1899. The 
lowest price per ton was 82 cents in 
Texas, where convict labor is an element 
in mining. The h'‘ghest price was $3.71 
in Colorado. Of 19,059,393 long tons ship- 
ped from the Lake Superior region in 
1900, only 498,087 tens went by rail. Over 
2,400,000 long tons went to furnaces in 
Chicago, Michigan and Wisconsin, and 
over 15,700,000 tons went to lower lake 
ports, of which the ports of Ashtabula, 
Cleveland and Conneaut in Ohio receive 
more than 9,500,000 tons. 

The report shows that pig iron produc- 
tion in 1900 increased 1.24 per cent in 
tonnage and over 6 per cent in value 
over the record-breaking year, 1899. The 
total steel production was a decrease of 
over 450,000 long tons from 1899. 

The most important gains in gold prod- 
ucts were in the Seward peninsula of 
Alaska. the Cripple Creek district of 
Colorado and in Arizona. The yield for 
the year was valued at $79,171,000, a gain 
of $8,117,600 over 1899. 

The silver output was of the commer- 
cial value of $35,741,140. The report notes 
great activity for the year in old and 
new copper properties. 

In 1899 the production of coal in the 
United States exceeded for the first time 
that of Great Britain, in 1900 the lead 
over Great Britain was much increased, 
thus fixing the United States firmly in 
the first place among the world’s pro- 
ducers. Next to this the most interest- 
ing feature of the production of 1900 was 
the marked increase in value compared 
with the increase in tonnage. The pro- 


duction in 1990 was 269,881,827 short tons, . 


valued at $306,891,364, the Increase over 
1899 being more than 16,900,000 tons in 
amount and more than $50,000,000 in value. 
The strike in the anthracite region cut 
short its output by probably 5,000,000 long 
tons and cost the miners something over 
$10,000,000 in wages, and the strike in the 
Cumberland region decreased Maryland's 
production about 700,000 long tons as 
compared with 189. The advance in 
value of bituminous coal was unprece- 
dented. The average per tan has risen 
from 8&7 cents in 1899 to $1.04 in 1900. The 
exports of coal in 1900 amounted to only 
a little over 3 per cent of the total prod- 
uct and their imports were still smaller. 

Fully % per cent of the total coke 
production in 1900 of 20,533,448 short tons, 
an increase of 864,779 tons over 1399, was 
taken from the Appalachan fields, which 
embrace the great coking regions of 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Alabama, 
Virginia and Tennessee. The average 
value per short ton of coke at the ovens 
in 1899 was $1.76; in 1900 it was $2.31. 

The crude petroleum production ex- 
ceeded all records, a largé increase be- 
ing especially noted in West Virginia, 
California, Ohio, Indiana and Texas. 
The Texas development was chiefly in 
1901. Over 91 per cent of the production 
came from the Appalachian and Lima- 
Indiana fields. The indications for 1901 
are for a largely increased output of pe- 
troleum over 1900.

HILL MEASURE ON COINAGE.

Washington,” January %.+The © first 
financial measure of importance to be 
reached by the house is the Hill bill 
agreei upon today by the committee on 
coinage, weights and measures, providing 
for the maintenance of the legal tender 
sfiver dollar at a parity with gold, and 
for the subsidiary silver coinage.

Report States That Meiklejohn, Cor- 
bin and Allen Are Not Guiity 
" “of Wrong. | 


Washington,. January 9%-—The. senate 
commijttte on military affairs to@iy unan- 
imously agreed on the report of the case 
making, charges against Lieutenant Col- 
onel H. C. §. Heistand, of the army, 
and the report was presented to the sen- 
ate by Senator Cockrell. The report 
casts. no reflection upon any of the of- 
ficers of the government whose names 
were mentioned in connection with the 
case. : 

The report cites. the, charge quoted in 
the resolution of inquiry that Colonel 
Heistand, in 1899, was engaged in forming 
a combination for the purpose of controll- 
ing the hemp produtt of the Philippine 
islands and that the names of Assistant 
Secretary Meiklejohn, Assistant Attorney 
General Boyd, Assistant Secretary Alltn 
and Adjutant General.Corbinm had been 
frequently mentioned by him as &s85S0- 
clated with him in the enterprise 

The committee finds that the @harges 
made in the first paragraph of the pream- 
ble to the resolution are not true, the 
facts in that connection being that Col- 
onel (then Major) Heistand, about May, 
1899, proposed to Major E. L. Hawks, 
who had been major of the Tenth volun- 
teer infantry, a scheme for establishing 
a hemp manufacturing plant in Manila 
and suggested £0 Major Hawks to take 
charge of it, which offer the latter ac- 
cepted. Hawks made a claim upon Heis- 
tand for compensation for services, but 
the charges that Assistant Secretary 
Meiklejohn guaranteed to Hawks a posi- 
tion in the government service in part 
settlement of this clajm is not sus- 
tained. 

Other findings are: . 

That while Heistand was praprietor of 
the hemp company he was not aaithorized 
to represent the other government offi- 
cials and it is not found that tariff du- 
ties’ would be adjusted for their ben- 
efit. 

That the matter of the adjustment of 
the tariff was never mentioned by Colonel 
Heistand to General Corbin, Assistant 
Secretary Melklejohn, Assistant Attor- 
ney General Boyd, or Assistant Secretary 
Allen. 

That Heistand asked General Corbin to 
take stock and that the latter first as- 
sented and’ then declined. 

The committee finds that the letter 
of condemnatien of Hawks of date July 
13, 1899, s#zned fPointly by Colonel Heis- 
tand, Assistant Attorney General Boyd 
and Asgistant Secretary Meiklejohn, was 
not signed officially by these officers, 
and also that the words “the government 
wtll look with favor on the same,’ 
meaning the enterprise, were not in the 
correct copy of that ietter.

INTEREST IN ROAD BUILDING. 


Director Dodge Says the Country Is 
Alive on the Subject. 

Washington, January 9.—The report of 
Hion. Martin Dodge, director of the office 
cf. public read inquiries of the agricul- 
tural department fog,J901, has just been 
issued. Mr. Dodge ‘@ that the work cf 
his office during the year was continued 
along the lines laid down in previous re- 
ports. Representatives of the office visit- 
ed nearly all the states and made scien- 
tific investigations regarding local condli- 
tions, road materials, etc. Several state 
legislatures were furnished assistance in 
framing new road laws. Farmers’ organ- 
izations, farmers’ institutes, business or- 
ganizations, schools, colleges, petitioning 
for cooperation and advice were accom- 
modated as far as the resources of the 
office permitted. 

Never before in the history of this 
country, says the report, has there been 
so much interest manifested in the sub- 
ject of road building, and more actual 
work in that line was done last year than 
ever before. It is the intention of the 
director, in continuing the work during 
the ensuing year, to erlarge its scope so 
far as the appropriation will permit. Out 
of a large number of requests for prac- 
tical cooperation, five places have been 
selected where the office will assist in 
building object lesson. roads. These places 
are Buffalo, N. Y.; Cumberland, Md; 
Charlottesviile, Va.; Jonesboro, Tenn, 
end Tama, lewa. fections of the various 
kinds of roads, including earth, gravel, 
macadam, etc., will be built. The office 
will cooperate with the National Good 
Roads Association and the Southern rai'- 
way in the b@lding of object less-+ 
roads in the states of North Carolina, 
Tennessee, Georgia; South Carolina and 
Virginia. 

The director says that it should be dis- 
tinctly understood that the work of the 
office is purely educational. There {sg no 
intention to shift the burden and ;e- 
sponsibility of constructing improved 
roads from the states and counties to the 
general government. In order to meet 
the constantly increasing demands that 
are being made from time to time for 
practical assistance and advice, the di- 
rector .euggerts the organization of two 
or three. outfits of roed-bullding ma- 


ehinery, includipg rock crushers, screens, 


railers, road graders, etc., to be sent to 
thé various places which have asked for 
the cooperation of the department, and 


gvhere preparations have @2en made for

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INTO DREIBUND 


Yon Buelow Says the Treaty 
Is Not So Significant 


Statement of the German Chancellor 
Has Created a Sensation—Herr 
Richter Attacks World 
| Policy Inaugurated 

i‘ _ by the Kaiser. 


Berlin, January 9.—Herr Richter is con- 
sidered, even by the ministers, ‘as know- 
ing as much about economic questions 
as any statesman in Germany.- Today he 
entertained the reichstag for several 
hours with ridicule of Germany’s colonial 
policy. The simplest and most necessary 
dhome needs were being neglected, he de- 
clared. Anything demanded in behalf of 
the colonies, he said, was voted en- 


thusiastically under the illusion that such 
action increased the greatness of the em- 
pire abroad, while reforms jn railroad 
management at home were .deferred. 
Millions of marks were sunk in malarial 
African swamps. 

‘Among these fantastic schemes of 
world policies Herr Richter included 
Kiao Chou. He said that Germany’s land- 
ing there had been accomplished as eas- 
ily as in operatta and that since that 
time 47,000,000 marks had been wasted 
there. 
| Significance of Dreibund. 

Regarding the chancellor’s statement 
dreibund had less 
significance than formerly, Herr Richter 
said the remark was addressed less, per- 
haps, to the reichstag than to other 
eountries. Germany's world’s policy, he 
hdded, increased the possibility of trans- 
oceanic disturbances. 

The reference of Count yon Buelow to 
wich Herr Richter referred was made 
in the course of the chancellor's speech 
in the reichstag yesterday, when he 
said: 

. “The Franco-Italian agreements -con- 
cerning certain mediterranean questions 
a@re in nO way in opposition to the triple 
@lliance. We can regard the further de- 
velopment of affairs with all the more 
tranquillity. because the situation today 
is essentially different from that of 1897, 
when the late Prince Bismarck and 
Count Andrassy laid the foundations of 
the triple alliance. No one can now use 
the argument prevalent thirty years aga: 
“If we do not choose a suitable momen 
for attacking Germany she will choose 
her moment for attacking us.’ 

“Today if any one should speak of 
warlike intentions on the part of the 
German emperor and the German em- 
pire, such calumny would fall to the 
ground.” 

Of the First Importance. 

The utterance of Chancellor von Buelow 
to the effect that the driebund is no 
longer an unconditional necessity to Ger- 
many, though, of course, a _ valuable 
guarantee of peace, is received as being 
of.the first political importance, as the 
dréibund,; has not yet been renewed for 
another term. Vienna advices, however, 
say that it is expected there that it will 
be renewed. 

Italy’s friemiliness with France excites 
some concern among those _ politicians 
who consider the triple alliance to be es- 
eential ta Germany’s security. 

The Vossiche Zeitung regards Von Bue- 
low’s speech as no less than a denuncia- 
tion. of the dreibund, while less out- 
spoken newspapers see. in it a plain state- 
ment to the world that the chancellor 
js tired of the incessant reiteration that 
the Austro-Italian treaty must be re- 
newed for Germany's safety, and that 
Germany is strong enough to stand alone 
should Austria or Italy try to insert fresh 
conditions in the driebund. 


HEAD MAY BE OFF ALREADY. 


Notorious Anti-Foreigner Has Prob- 
ably Been Executed. 

Pckin, January 9.—It is possible that 
General Tung Fuh Siang, the notorious 
anti-foreigner, whose decapitation has 
been ordered by the dowager empress in 
an edict, has already been beheaded. 

The Tartar general in Kan Su province, 
W..u0 Was ordered to carry out this sen- 
tence, has telegraphed that he has im- 
prisoned Tung Fuh Siang in his yamen 
and asks for instructions. To this mes- 
gage the dowager empress replied order- 
ing the Tartar general to carry out her 
edict. 


COMBINE AGAINST COLOMBIA. 
Central 


American Countries 
Enter Into a Coalition. 
Colon, Colombia, January 9, via Gal- 
veston,—General Alban, the commander 
of the Colombian forces, has received 
information that President Selaya, of 
Nicaragua, has invited the other four 
presidents of Central America to at- 
tend a conference at Corinto, Nica- 
ragua, with the secret object of inducing 
them to enter into a coalition against 
Colombia. 
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Attack on Joseph Chamberlain by the German Chan- 
cellor Has Thrown Great Britain Into Rage. 
Some Caustic Comment. 


London, January 9.—The stinging rebuke 
administered to Mr. Chamberlain, the 
British colonial secretary, by Chancellor 
von Buelow, in the reichstag at Berlin 
yesterday for the references in Mr. 
Chambertain’s speech at Edinburgh, Oc- 
tober 25 last, to the conduct of the Ger- 
man army in the war with France, 1870-71, 
has caused’ intense and widespread circu- 
lation here and has markedly increased 
the bitterness of the Anglo-German dis- 
cord. The St. James Gazette, which calls 
Count von Buelow a ‘Swaggering Phari- 
see,”’ says: 

“Higher offensive speech has brought 
the growing irritation between the two 
countries into a dangerous sphere, and 
the kaliser’s telegram of six years ago 
was not more disastrous to mutual good 
relations than the studied. affront on a 
British statesman, who is trusted by the 
country, and through him on the country 
itself. Our attitude of easy tolerance js 
no longer compatible with our dignity as 
a nation. Bven if Von Buelow had been 
the head of a republican ministry depén- 
dent for its life on fickle popular opinion 
there would have been little excuse for 
his gross perversion of facts and breach 
of international comity.” 

The St. James Gazette concludes with 
the expression of belief that the ‘Phari- 
saic impertinence of the German press is 
profoundly distasteful to the kaiser, who 
is manfully striving to stem the torrent 
which is bearing his empire toward the 
Niagara of disaster and warns Germany 
that ‘both eastward and westward of her 
there is a menace which holds her armed 
to the teeth, and when the expected ca- 
tastrophe in southeastern Europe leaves 
her alone between the upper and nether 
mill stone she may bitterly regret the loss 
of the good will of this country which she 
is now flinging away with both hands.” 

‘Won Buelow’s words cannot fail to bé 
hailed throughout Europe as a snub to 
Great Britain,’’ says The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette, in an editorial headed ‘“The Retort 
Discaurteous.’’ The editorial expresses 
regret that the chancellor, in his anxiety 
not to be suspected of being a friend of 
England, has chosen to stimulate rather 
than soothe the anti-British spirit.” 

The Globe accused Von Buelow of de- 


liberately pandering to, the lowest and 


opin- 


most ill-informed elements of public 
ion in Germany, adding: 

“It is inconceivable that the chancellor 
spoke thus without the approval of the 
kaiser.’”’ 

The Globe then lectGres Emperor Wil- 
liam for nat ‘‘checking the stream of 
foul lies and obscene caricatures in the 
German press,’’ referring to the forth- 
coming visit of the prince of QVales to 
Germany as follows: 

“It is a poor beginning of hospitality on 
the kaiser’s part to allow his chan#lior 


to indulge in language intentionally of- 
fensive to the whole British empire.” 

“The Westminster Gazette alone depre- 
cates the regarding of Count yon Buelow’s 
speech as a cause for further disturbing 
the relations between Great Britain and 
Germany. Such comments as those quoted 
above, it is thought, may further inflame 
the public already angered in consequence 
of the snub administered by Emperor Wil- 
liam a few days ago in The North German 
Gazette, This paper is the chief mouth- 
piece of the government, and in it a note 
appeared saying that the statement in 
the English press that the German em- 
peror had pressed the prince of Wales to 
attend his birthday celebration was un- 
true, and explaining that King Edward 
had suggested the visit and that Emperor 
William had sent the invitation. 

The Daily Mail is able to state there has 
been no diplomatic correspondence with 
regard to Mr. Chamberlain’s speech and 
that Mr. Chamberlain himself conveyed 
the ‘‘assurances’’ mentioned. in letters 
written to reach German public opinion. 
Beyond these letters, says The Daily Mail, 
the only other assurances volunteered 
were at One of the foreign officers’ recep- 
tions and were verbal and unofficial. 
There has been no apology, retraction or 
withdrawal. 

London, January 10.—Count Von Buelow 
again fills a large space in the morning 
papers. The Daily Graphic confesses 
itself quite at @ loss to understand the 
object of Count Von Buelow’s speech. The 
Chronicle also says it fails to understand 
the blind fury of Germany againet Eng- 
land and the United States. 

‘The Standard says: 

‘**‘Doubtless some means wil be found to 
signify to the court at Berlin that som; 
reparation may appropriately be required. 
We can only trust that the German gov- 
ernment will recogni§ie the expediency of 
making a speedy and satisfactory amend. 
in the present grouping of Eurcpean pow- 
ers, the good will of Great Britain cannot 
be a matter of indifference to Germany.”’

Violates Sanctity of Most Sacred 
Hall in Forbidden City. 

Pekin, January 9.—The dowager em- 
press of China asserted her complete su- 
premacy today by granting an audience 
in the most sacred hail in the Forbidden 
City. The rules of we dynasty forbid 
women from entering this hall, and the 
dowager empress has never before vio- 
lated its sanctity. 

The emperor will receive the foreign 
diplomats in this hall. Officials believo 
the dowager empress to be paving the 
way to be present upon this occasion in 
order to prevent any communicatien be- 
tween the diplomats and the emperor, 
except under her censorship. 

The dowager empress is preparing to 
send eltters to the ministers of the for- 
eign powers expressing her desire for 
the maintenance of friendly relations and 
her willingness to receive advice in au- 
dience. 

Progressive Chinese officials explain that 
the dowager empress disapproved of 
‘‘boxerism,”’ that her wishes in this mat- 
ter were overruled and that her edicts 
were garbled.

4 the Ger- 
man warship Armenius, is negotlating 
for the purchase of two other warships, 
and has bought cannon, rifles and am- 
munition amounting to the value of 
1,500,000 marks through the Nicaraguan 
minister at Berlin, Senor Rocha. A -cer- 
tain Hamburg bank loaned the money 
for the purchase referred to. 

“The object of these .preparations is 
that Nicaragua, Honduras and Salvador 
intend to attack Guatemala and Costa 
Rica and compel them to join the pro- 
posed Central American union. 

“Senor Rocha is reported to have tried 
to induce the Prussian war ministry to 
supply Nicaragua with arms, which the 
ministry refused to do.” 

Inquiries made here faito confirm the 
statements contained in the dispatch of 
The Kleins Journal. 

Honduras, Nicaragua and Salvador 
were in 1896 constituted the United States 
of Central America, so far as their rela. 
tions to foreign countries were concerned, 
but at the end of 1898 the agreement fell 
through. . 


MILNER HOPES FOR PEACE. 


He Thinks the Worst Is Over in 
South Africa. 


Johannesburg, January 9.—At a local 
banquet given here tonight, Lord Milner, 


the British high commissioner in South 
Africa, made a long speech on the sit- 
uation and expressed his belief that the 
storm cloud overhanging Africa had burst 
and that men breathed more freely. 

After strongly denouncing the tactics 
of the British pro-Boers, Lord Mllner 
said: ) 

“The war will end all the sooner if 
we apply a steady physical pressure with- 
out fidgeting about negotiations. It is 
useless to threaten and useless to whee- 
dle; the only thing is imperturbably to 
squeeze and to keep our clemency and 
conciliation, both excellent in their prop- 
er places, for the Boers _who surrender 
instead of lavishing in blandishments 
upon those continuing the fight.”

TO CUBAN SUGAR 


Strong Protest by Cane Growers 
of Louisiana, 


Sacrifices for Island Made by United 
States Recounted and Congress 
Is Urged To Grant No 
Relief to Sugar 
Producers. 


New Orleans, La., January 9. large 
meeting of cane sugar growers this a:- 
ternoon unanimously adopted a protest 
to congress against the proposed conces- 
sion to the producers of cane sugar in the 
island of Cuba, in part as follows: 

“The United States spent $300,000,000 in 
money and sacrificed the lives of thou- 
sands threugh battle and disease to give 
Cuba a freedom, for which she was fight- 
ing hopelessly in 1898. 

“Cuba is now asking that further sac- 
rifices be ma‘@in her behalf. We are 
willing, if <g@fled upon, to again contrib- 
ute our are to benefit Cuba, but we 
ought not to be called upon by the United 
States government to contribute our all, 
when it is hearkening to and -_

“The cua desire that they shall be 
helped by the remission, by our govern- 
ment, of sugar dutieshlevied under the 
Dingley tariff. We pr yest, because this 


fean country, as 
the victims, whose substance is to enrich 
the cane fields of Cuba. 

“We protest against their Seinande, be- 
cause they will result in establishing a 
rate of tariff on -agricultural products 
from Cuba for all time, and which will 
continue to injure us so long as the 
tariff shall last. 

“We protest, because the course sug- 
gested benefits a foreign state, number- 
ing less than 1,500,000 people, while it de- 
Stroys the greater part of the invested 
capital and renders almost valueless the 
lands of the best portion of a state of 
this union—Louigiana.” 

They further assert that the_ present 
price of sugar threatens the desMmiction 
of cane growing in this state. 

In conclusion the cane growers say: 

“We trust that consideration of this 
protest will prevent any governmental 
action on the lines laid down by the Cu- 
ban delegates; we trust so in our inter- 
ests, as well as in those of our fellow 
American beet sugar producers, our vege- 
table and fruit growers and our tobacco 
planters of the United States.”’ 

Copies of the protest were ordered sent 
to President Roosevelt: and to congress. 


ICE GORGE BLOCKING RIVER. 


Situation at South St. Louis Is Very 
Serious. 

St. Louis, January 9.—Despite the al- 
most summerlike weather fhat has been 
prevailing here for several days, the river 
is blocked opposite South St. Louts and 
marine traffic cut off by an immense 
gorge that formed during the cold spell 
in December. It has formed a dam across 
the river at Arsenal island and backed up 
the water unti! it is 1% feet over the 
| minimum stage of the river in January. 
Unsuccessful attempts to break the gorge 
with dynamite have been made. 

A new trouble is now threatened. The 
pent up water is trying to make,a new 
channel around the east side of Arsenal 
island, over which Illinois and Missouri 
fought in the United States supreme court 
for possession years ago. It was decided 
in favor of Illinois in consequence of the 
channel on the east side of the island be- 
ing choked up. If the channels are be- 
opened another dispute for the possession 
of the island may ensue. 


FRANCE IS AFTER VENEZUELA. 


Government Is Being Urged To 
Adopt Harsh Measures. 


Paris, January 9.—The. correspondent 
of the Associated Press has made in- 
quiries in official quarters regarding the 
development of the attitude of France 
toward Venezuela. He learns that 
Frenchmen having claims against Vene- 
zuela are urging their government to 
adopt coercive measures. The govern- 
ment, however, is undecided whether to 
do so or not. Nevertheless, in view of 
the possibility of such action, it has in- 
formally sounded Washington on the 
feeling of the United States in the mat- 
ter. It can be positively sa‘d that what- 
ever action France may take will be ab- 
solutely independent of that of Ger- 
many, with which country there will be 
no cooperation. 

The authorities here are waiting .for a 
turn of events in the civil war in Vene- 
zuela, but in any case the action of 
France will be non-political and will be 
confined to obtaining satisfaction for 
material injury to the interests of French 


citizens. 

Washington, January 9.—It is under- 
stcod that the assurances as to the posi- 
tion of the United States government re- 
specting the enforcement of foreign 
claims against Venezuela all have been 
predicated upon a statement of President 
2oosevelt in his first message to con- 
grcss. 

Claimants against Venezuela have 
arisen in different parts of the United 
States since the German opening of this 
cuestion, and are insisting that the state 
department press their claims just as 
Germany end France are about to do 
for their citizens. The matter is under 
consideraticn, but there is no disposition 
to hasten unduly, as it is realized thut 
the situation in Venezucia may change 
suddenly through internal influences. 


Sultan To Defy Italy. 

London, January 9.—The Cairo corre- 
spondent of Tlfe Daily Mail cables that he 
learns that the sultan of Turkey has 
vainly sought to enlist French aid to re- 
vent the Italian occupation of Tripoll. 
The sultan then decided to fortify the 
capital, the correspondent continues, and 
Tripoli will be reinforced with a garrison, 
which will be equipped with the latest 
and most modern weapons. 


GENEROUS TERMS FOR BOERS. 


James Bryce Is in Favor of Con- 
cluding a Peace. 

London, January $.—James Bruce, lib- 
era] member of parliament for Aber- 
deen,..in the course of a speech to his 
constituents at Aberdeen today advocated 
making generous terms with the Boers. 
He said he was more concerned for the 
country than for the liberal party and 
would welcome any ministry however 
composed that would conclude any hon- 
orable peace. Mr. Bryce believed the 
country was tired of a ministry whic 
had proved itself incapable of keeping 
peace or conducting a successful war,

MAYOR LED MASO FACTION 


Petition for Gener’s Removal Signed 
by Many of the Havana 
Councilmen. 


Havana, January 8.—General Wood's 
reasons for suspending Miguel Gener, the 
mayor of Havana, yesterday, were hia al- 
leged incompetency and his inattention to 
business. The petition for the mayor's 
removal, signed by twenty-three of the 
councilmen of Havana, was seconded by 
Senor Nunez, the civil governor of Ha- 
vana, and Diego Tamaya, the Cuban sec- 
retary of state. Civil Governor Nunez 
is conducting the investigation of Mayor 
Gener’s characfer. The mayor say8.in a 
statement to e Press today that no 
charges h een filed against him and 
that wher’ .is is done he will answer 
them. 

Gener has been the leader of the Maso 
faction in Havana and is one of the offi- 
clals who came out openly for General 
Bartolome Maso, the recent candidate of 
the democratic party for the presidency 
of Cuba. Gener has gained the enmity 
of the Cuban official element and of the 
councilmen of Havana. The local press 
has been predicting his removal for a 
month past. La Lucha has been sup- 
porting Mayor Gener and attacking Gen- 
eral Wood and says that the removal of 
the mayor of Havana was expected. La 
Lucha, in its issue of today, says: 

“Cuba is occupied and governed by the 
commander of the American army and 
the army is at the head of the gov- 
ernment. With the departure of Spanish 
sovereignty from Cuba our constitutional 
laws and guarantees fell. “We are at the 
discretion of the commander of the army 
and of the political parties. Freedom 
of speech in’ the press and on the plat- 
form exists by the suffrance of the mil- 
itary governor. 


‘‘As secretary of @%ustice, Senor Gener 


had the support of General Wood, be- 
cause he did what the military governor 
desired him to do; as the mayor of 
Havana, elected by the people, Gener 
has looked to the latter exclusively and 
has ceased to be persona grata at the pal- 
ace.”’ 

La Lucha infers that certain council- 
men of Havana and others, fearing to 
meet the same fate which hag befallen 
Gener, have changed their adherence from 
General Maso to Tomas Estrada Palma, 
president-elect of Cuba.

ENGINEER,\IS UNDER ARREST 


It Is Said Wischow Is in a State of 
Collapse—New Rochelle 
in Gloom. 


New York, January 9.—District Attorney 
Jerome began an inquiry into the tunnel 
disaster today. A number of witnesses 
were examined, including the trainmen 
on the wrecked trains, and Division 8u- 
perintendent Franklin. 
to discuss their testimony. 

At the conclusion of the investigation 
District Attorney Jerome announced that 
as far as the evidence, which is to be 
submitted to the coroner at the inquest, 
is concerned, the investigation has prac- 
tically been concludeeé. He added, how- 
ever. that the investigation will be car- 
ried on for some time yet, and that more 
witnesses will be examined this week. 
He decline@® to comment on the evidence, 
He admitted that the present grand jury 
may be asked to act in the matter. All 
the evidence went to show that the en- 
gineer was a careful man and of good 
reputation, both as a citizen and as an 
employee. It was learned, though, that 
Wischow had passed his examination as 
engineer only last August, before that he 
was a fireman. Of late he had been act- 
ing as engineer at intervals. Wischow 
was said to be in a state of nervous col- 
lapse in prison today. His wife visited 
him during the day. 

District Attorney Jerome sald that 
wished his investigation to be aad 
ough as possible, and that he would con- 
fer with Coroner Scholer to that end.

GUNS AIMED WHEN BOY FIRED 


Evidence Shows Warren Richard- 
son’s Act Was Justified. 


RELEASED BY COURT ON BAIL 


Porter, Who Was Killed on Game 
Preserves, Claimed He Was 
from Georgia. 


Columbia, S. C., January 9.—(Special.)— 
Richardson, the young’ white 
man who is charged with the killing of 
a man named Porter, who claimed to be 
a Georgian, !n Hampton county Monday, 
appeared before the circuit court, which 
is in session at Beaufort, and was re- 
leased from custody on bail for his ap- 
pearance at the next term of court to be 
held at Hampton court house.

THE JUDICIARY ORDINANCE

For this custom 
we are indebted to Scandinavian mytho!- 
ogy. The plant was dedicated to the god- 
dess Friga. It was the emblem of love, 
and everyone who passed under it re- 
-eaved a kigs. 
‘ St Nicholas is especially venerated in 
Russia. The emperors usually bear his 
rame. In the rural life of Russia Christ- 
mes evening is an important event. At 
sunset young and old assemble, forming a 
procession, and. visit the village dignita- 
ries, singing carols and receiving cop- 
pers.

PURIFY MACON 
JURY DEMANDS 


Deflance of Law and Moral- 
ity a Reproach on 
City. 


INTO INIQUITOUS DENS 
THE UNWARY ARE LURED 


There, Says the Grand Jury, They 
Are Fleeced—Aid of Police and 
: City Invoked To Make 
L It Unhealthy for 
Crime. 


Macon, Ga., January 9.—(Special.)—The 
Members of the grand jury, which ad- 
journed last night, asked the city offi- 
clals to cooperate with the county of- 
ficlals in an effort to limit crime in this 
city by abolishing the dives that have 
been run wide open in Macon in the 
past. 

The following paragraphs are taken 
from the grand jury presentments pub- 
lished today: 


“In five hours we returned a large 
number of true bills for gaming and the 
keeping of gaming houses in the city of 
Macon. The evidence was not at all hard 
to get. Into dens of vice the simple and 
the unwary are lured and fleec It is 
the same old story, court after court. 
The open and unblushing defiance of 
law and good morals is a reproach upon 
the city which composes so large a part 
of our county. 

““‘We recommend that the courts hav- 
ing jurisdiction in these misdemeanor 
cases impose heavier penalties; that the 
aid and cooperation of the police of the 
city of Macon be invoked to make it 


“unhealthy for these violators of the law 


and corruptors of our youths. It is the 
boast of some that Macon is a ‘wide 
open town.’ It is the shame of others 
and should appeal to the city authorities 
as well as to the courts. : 

“We recommend further and request 
that the city authorities cooperate more 
fully with the county officials in the 
apprehension of criminals and the pun- 
ishment of crime, great and small. within 
the limits of the city. 

‘In our investigations we have found 
that one negro fellow is now serving his 
thirteenth time on the gang for a misde- 
meanor. We recommend that in such 
cases, particularly upon the second ap- 
pearance in court, the infliction of such 

nalt'es as will keep them employed at 

ard labor for a longer period of time, 
thus securing greater protection to the 
honest citizen and saving cost of numer- 
ous trials.’’ 

The investigation of the books of the 
various county officials proved satisfac- 
tory to the members of the grand jury. 
These officials were paid compliments for 
the efficient service they have rendered 


the county in the past.

JURY'S TARGET 


Grand Jurors Declare Goods 
Are Returned Much 
Too Low. 


RAILROAD VALUATION 
RAISED BY THIS BODY 


In the Presentments It Is Also Rec- 
ommended That the Charter of 
Everett City Be Revoked. 
Judge Bennett Ap- 
plauds This Act. 


Brunswick, Ga., January 9.—(Special.)— 
Glynn's grand jury has adjourned and 
in making the general presentments the 
body took occasion to recommend the 
charter held by what is known as the 
“city of Everett” be re “ed. 

In commenting on this of the pre- 
sentments, Judge Bennet spoke favorably 
and at length and said that he heartily 
agreed with the members. He referred 
to several instances where riots had been 
narrowly averted in that place, which is 
located at the junction of the Seaboard 
and Southern railways, in the upper end 
of Glynn county, and said it was a dis- 
grace to the county to allow saloons to 
run there, where there is ro police pro- 
tection and the negroes and whites get 
drunk and shoot and cut one another. 

He said, further, that during his term 
on the bench he had noticed the large 
number of cases from Everett City tried 
in the superior court andWigat it cost the 
county twice as much es derived 
from taxes paid by the pedple of that 
place, 

Hits at fhe Tax Dodgy. 

Judge Bennet also paid his #®spects to 
the tax dodigems and in commending the 
grand jury for taking cognizance of this 
evil he said that it was a fact that a 
great many citizens returned their crop- 
erty for less than its real value and that 
whenever the tax receiver believed that 
a person was trying to evade a just tax 
he should refuse o receive the returns. 

In particularizh q regarding the tax re- 
turn question, the YWwesentments say that 
“in pursuance of hh 
have made a thorough examination of 
the county tax returns, finding the most 
conspicuously flagrant under returns. Of 
107 of these returns of 1901, amounting to, 
as returned, $1,122,859, we have raised them 
to $1,753,675, making thereby a net in- 
crease of $466,113. 

“Besides the foregoing,’ says the jury, 
‘‘we have placed the valuation on the 
Brunswick and Western railroad (Plant 
systcm )property of $200,000, being in ex- 
cess of said company’s 1901 return of 
$53,197. This return we consider should 
have been arbitrated by fhe comptroller 
general, who, we are informed, neglected 
to do so by reason of oversight on his 
part. 

Board of Assessors Urged.

PACKERS PAY TAX 


Fi, Fas, Will Be Served on Agents of 
Six Houses, Today. 


CASE WILL BE CONTESTED 


Representatives Here Say They Do 
Not Do Packing Business, but 
Only Sell xroducts of North- 
ern Firms—Similar 
Case Pending. 


Under instructions from the comptrol- 
ler general fi. fas. will be issued and 
served today by the county tax. collector 
against the local representatives of six 
large packing houses to collect $200 in 
each case as a special state tax. 

This is the second time this matter has 
come up and the former case, which de- 
veloped last year, is still pending in the 
supreme court. The packing house rep- 
resentatives have resisted the payment 
of this tax, claiming that its collection 
is unconstitutional; that they are merely 
clerks in the employ of the companies 
and are not liable for any such tax. 

Last year when this question was 
Sprung the companies paid the money 
under pretest and brought immediate suit 
for its recovery. The case was carried 
to the supreme court and a decision is 
expected in a short while. In the event 
the packing houses should win, the money 
they haye paid may be refunded and they 
will not be proceeded against in future. 

They contend that they pay an ad 
valorem tax and also pay a license to the 
city for the privilege of conducting the 
business. Attorney T. A. Hammond rep- 
resents these packing houses in Atlanta, 
and he stated yesterday that he would 
probably advise his clients to.pay the 
money again under protest, at the same 
|} time instituting suit to recover. 

In this manner last year’s programme 
will be repeated until a final decision is 


will be against the ‘‘agents'’ of the com- 
panies here, who claim they do not do 
a packing house business, but merely sell 
the products of the companies located in 
the north. 

The comptroller general has 
tified the tax collectors in 
the other counties of the __ state 
where these houses have places” of 
business to proceed to collect this spectal 
tax. The state authorities hold that, un- 
der the law, these companies are Hable 
for a special tax of 4200 in each county 
in which they have a representative or 
branch. There are about nineteen of 
these houses in Georgia.

HOVEL OF FILTH 


Remarkable Story of a Little 
Girl and Two Aged 
Brothers. 
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POLICE RESCUE CHILD 
FROM WRETCHED HOME 


One Gid Man Was Little Girl’s Step- 
Father and the Other Was Her 
Adopted Father—Mother 
Promised To Take 
the Child. 


Two old brothers whose heads had been 
whitened by the frosts of over seventy 
winters stood before the recorder yester- 
cay afternoon while the police were try- 
ing to get a home for a little 4-year-old 
girl. One of the old men was the child's 
stepfather and the other wa. her adopt- 
ed father... Along with the two old men 
and the baby girl was a woman who said 
she was the child’s mother and the wife 
of ore of the old men. 

Police and citizens told how they had 
seen the child living with one of the old 
men in a hovel of rags and filth which 
was unfit to house a dog. 

With their long white hair and beard 
sweeping over their heads and faces the 
«ged brothers heard the evidence in court 
and not once did either of them open his 
mouth. From the beginning of the in- 
vestigation to its close they stood mute 
and quiet. 

Aside from the story of the child's 
wrteched home, there is an interesting 
history of the two old men. 

A curious part of the affair is that the 
police had a little girl taken from the 
same Old man who had the child yester- 
day and both little girls bore the same 
name—Nettie Lee—a coincidence which 
was remarked upon by the recorder. 

A. W. Kizer, one of the aged brothers, 
has a little store at No. 143 Auburn ave- 
nue; W. D. Kizer, the other brother, has 
a store at Decatur. 

First Child Was Rescued. 

About six months ago A. W. Kizer was 
arraigned in the police court for ill-treat- 
ing a little gwl whom ke had adopted 
from an orphan asylum in North Caro- 
lina. The child was in rags and filth and 
her pale and emaciated face bore traces 
of suffering. She was taken from the old 
man and sent to the Home for the Friend- 
less by Recorder Broyles. Her name was 
Nettie Lee Kizer. 

Two years ago W. D. Kizer was found 
very ill in his little store at Decatur and 
he was looked after by kind-hearted peo- 
ple and nursed back to health. He left 
Lecatur and returned to his old home in 
North Carolina. A few weeks ago he re- 
turned to Decatur and with him was a 
comparatively young woman whom he 
introduced as his wife. He was over 70; 
she wag scarcely more than 30. She had 
two little chi'dren. 

A. W. Kizer saw his brother's step- 
children and he asked for the little girl, 
Nettie Lee: Frady, and she was given to 
him. The police found the child yesterday 
morning living with A. W. Kizer in the 
rear of his store and the place was too 
fcul and filthy, they stated, to shelter 
even a dog. 

Child’s Mother in Court. 

The mother of the child stated she had 
given her daughter to her brother in law. 

The police matron told about what a 
wretched condition she found the child in 
when it was turned over to her. 

Neither old man said a word. 

“If that child is not teken vack by its 
mother,’’ said the recorder, ‘‘I will send 
it to an asylum.” 

*‘l’ll take it back,’’ said the woman. 

“Then take it,’’ the recorder told her, 
‘‘and if you give it to this old man again 
I will take it away from you for good, 
Do either of the old men wish to say any- 
thing?’ 

There was silence and the woman led 
her little girl away, the aged brothers fol- 
lowing her out of the court rocm.

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Agriculture at the University. 

The University of Georgia has among its 
other courses one in agriculture for the benefit 
of the grown-up farmers, as well as the farm- 
fers’ boys of the state. The regular course 
is one requiring several years to complete and 
is an exhaustive study of the theory and prac- 
tice of farming. A special winter course has 
been arranged for those unable to spare the 
time for the regular course, and embraces 
twelve weeks in midwinter, divided up into 
two terms. This is a condensation of the more 
complete instruction offered in the full course 
and is given without cost or price or fees or 
charges of any kind. 

In an interview on this subject in The Sa- 
vannah News, Captain G. M. Ryals, a member 
of the board of directors of the experiment 
station, said among other things: 

‘“‘You see the point is that a grown man, as 
well as a boy, may go there and get practical 
information that will enable him to go back 
home, and, putting what he has learned into 
effect, make a big saving; I don’t doubt in 
every case—no matter whether he’s a _ good 
farmer already or a poor one—a saving that 
will equal ten times the cost to which he has 
been put every year of his jife afterwards. 
And he needn't feel ashamed to attend, either, 
on account of his age, and more than he would 
to take part in a farmers’ institute—for that’s 
just what the course really amounts to afier 
all, only more thorough and systematic than 
the ordinary farmers’ institute could possibly 
be. 

All of the instructors are men of experience 
along their own lines, and the subjects selected 
will everyone be practical and clearly present- 
ed, It’s an important thing to know how to 
compound fertWMizers at home for each partic- 
ular crop, that will easily save one-fourth the 
present outlay—and that they will show hqw 
to do! They'll also show how to compound 
feeding rations for farm animals out of home- 
made materials—rations adapted for the differ- 
ent purposes of milk productions for fattening 
and for draft animals—and that’s important. 

‘They will teach the way to overcome the 
diseases and maladies of plants—of fruits and 
vegetables—how to fight insect pests and fun- 
gus affections of all kinds, and to rid the 
farm of them—and that’s important. 

‘‘They will impress the value and use of cer- 
tain labor-saving implements and methods. 

‘‘They'll teach the correct principle and proper 
method of pruning and training the orchard 
and vineyard, how to bud and graft, and just 
what fruits will succeed and what won't in 
the different regions of the state—and that’s 
important. 

‘They'll particularly stress the one thing 
that steadily followed will make any farmer 
successful and any farm fertile in a very short 
space of time—the three-year-crop rotation sys- 
tem—and that’s important—most important of 
all, perhaps.’’ 

In the short winter course in agriculture 
dairying is taken up on the {7th of February 
and extends to the 29th of March. Along 
with this course, instruction is also given in 
English, bookkeeping and farm accounting, hor- 
ticulture, veterinary science and farm engineer- 
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ing. There is no matriculation fee and no 
other charges for fees. Table board Gan be 
had on the cooperative plan in the Denmark 


dining hall at from $7.50 to 68 per month. 
Rooms in the odd dormitory free; roeme in 
Candler hal; $1 per month. Full information 
on these subjects can be obtained from the unt- 
versity at Athens. 

“The university has seoured an expert in 
dairying and veterinary science, who will show 
how to make butter and cheese practically each 
day during the second term of the course on 
the campus, and lecture on the disea#es of live 
stock and their treatment. The students will 
be personally shown every etep of the process, 
and each one attending the dairy course oan 
be turned out a thorough, practical dairyman, 
a butter and cheese maker, and it’s the last 
of these—the cheese making—that ought to at- 
tract to the course at least a couple of hun- 
dred enthusiastic pupils—men, as well as boys. 

**Think of it,’’ said Major Ryals, ‘‘think how 
simple a thing it is,for every country household 
in the state, with the jeast trouble, and at a 
very slight cost—to learn to make its own sup- 
ply of cheese instead of epending gvod, hard- 
earned cotton money by thousands of dollars 
each year at the grocer’s for tons and tons 
of northern cheese, for everybody eats ity when 
anybody, for an outlay of $20 for apparatus, 
can make his own supply of better quality at 
home. 

‘“‘Why, when I think of it, I’m almost tempted 
to go up there and take a course myself.”’

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Ocean Cable’s Dangers. 

Standard: Unexpected perils 
await submarine cables, even in the 
depths of the ocean. Though the largest 
waves in a storm probably do not appre- 
ciably disturb the water beyond the first 
10 fathoms, if, indeed, they go so far, 
currents are sometimes strong enough to 
fray the cables against some submarine 
crag, and various living creatures will do 
it a mischief. Among them fisnes have 
long been suspected, and now the charge 
has been proved in a cable connecting 
Sydney with Nelson. A defgct was de- 
tected, and on examining the place a 
shark’s tooth was found imbedded in tne 
sheathing. As that consisted of tne usual 
thick iron wires and their outer covering, 
the aggressor must have given a hard 
bite. The motive is not easily divined. 
Could the shark have mistaken tne cable 
in the imperfect light for a new species 
of conger, or did it, which seems more 
if%ckely, blunder against it at the place 
where it did not touch bottom, and relieve 
its temper by a vicious snap? A sword- 
fish will express its resentment against a 
vessel by.driving the bayonet at the end 
of its nose into the planks, and a nar- 
whal will use its lance of ivory in similar 
fashion each, like the shark, to its own 
detriment, for it illustrates the maxim. 
“Can't you leave it alone?’ by losing the 
weapon of offense. The conflict between 
shark and cable occurred 330 fathoms be- 
low the surface, a depth which formerly 
was supposed to be almost lifeless. But 
deep sea dredging during the last thirty 
or forty years told a different story. In 
the open ocean livigg creatures generally 
do not descend below a few hundred feet, 
though they are often enormously abun- 
dant in this upper layer—tne home of 
countles fishes, mollusks, crustacea, and 
in many places of clouds of tiny forammi- 
fera and radiolaria, with a corresponding 
abundance of seaweeds, large and small. 
But living creatures follow the ocean 
slopes downward to very great depths. 
Sponges, at least certain kinds, go far be- 
low the thousand-fathom line. A hydro- 
zoon 2 yards long was dredged up by the 
Challonger from 2,000 fathoms, and occa- 
sionally a coral or some near relation 
may be found at as great a depth. A 
well-Known species of the former was 
brought up on a telegraph cable from 
more than 1,100 fathoms, and Dr. Carpen- 
ter obtained a mollusk, generally found in 
shallow water, from not much less than 
10,000 feet. Even at depths as low as 
Mount Everest is high living creatures 
have been obtained, but they are .com- 
paratively low in organization. Still, 
fishes have been captured at the lowest 
depths, in which cases they are often 
blind. Even where they have eves, those

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AIRSHIPS OF THE FUTURE. 


Interview with M. Santos-Dumont. 
/ A Daring New Scheme. 

London Chronicle: So satisfied is M. 
Santos-Dumont with the possibilities of 
the airship that, having steered easily 
eround the Ejiffel Tower, and thus won 
the Deutsch prize of £4,000, he is now 
preparing for an aerial journey of 120 
miles across the Mediterranean. The dis- 
tinguished aeronaut is now in London, 
the guest of the newly formed Aero Club 
or the United Kingdom, which has ar- 
ranged to give a banquet in his honor at 
the Hotel Metropole. 

M. Santos-Dumont has told a party of 
newspaper men all about his new project. 
He proposes to cross from Monte Carlo to 
Corsica, and hopes to alight at the little 
seaport of Calvi on the northwest coast. 
He thinks he can accomplish the journey 
of 120 miles in three hours, as against the 
eight or nine hours occupied by steam- 
ships. It is his intention to travel alone, 
and even to refuse the offer of a fast 
torpedo craft which he understands could 
be gecured for the asking. He believes 
fhat not the fastest cruiser nor torpedo 
catcher could keep pace with him. He 


els anxious to carry a packet of govern- 


ment mails, so as to show that they can 
be delivered some five or six hours earlier 
than usval. A special airship is being 
bullt for the voyage at the expense of 
the prince of Monaco. It is to be no 
larger than the one in which M. Dumont 
navigated the Eiffel Tower, but is being 
made much stronger, with five times the 
amout of motor power. 

Questioned by a Daily Chronicle repre- 
sentative as to whether he thought it 
pessible to cross from France to Africa, 
the enthusiastic aeronaut declared he was 
certain it could be done. “I calculate,” 
he said, ‘‘that I could cross to Algiers in 
twenty-four hours. Of course, I should 
have to ouild a special airship for tne 
voyage, for the one now being made :s 
only capable of twelve hours’ propul- 
sion. I may undertake such a journey 
some day, but I must get the Corsican 
trip over first. I like to proceed cautious- 
ly. I have already demonstrated that an 
airship can be propelled and steered in 
any direction. I now hope by my project- 
ed voyage across the Mediterranean to 
Cv.rsica to prove that this holds good for 
long distances. Once that_is established, 
I am ready to undertake longer and long- 
er distances across the sea.”’ 

“Even cross the Atlantic?’ 

“Ah, well’’—with a shrug of the shoul- 
ders—‘‘you ask me a great deal. I be- 
lieve some day it will become possible, 
but with no more appliances than we 
have today I should myself hesitate be- 
fore attempting to cross 5,000 miles of 
sea. Remember aerial navigation is still 
in its infancy, and its possibilities, which 
I believe to be vast, cannot very well be 
defined. If you had asked George Ste- 
phenson whether the locomotive would do 
what it is doing today I fear that not 
even his enthusiasm could have prompted 
him to prophesy what has really hap- 
pened. I will say this, however—I be- 
lfeve we are on the eve of great discov- 
eries in regard to traveling through tre 
air. I am sure that airships will soon 
become as povular. as motor cars. hese 
latter, like the airships of today, were 
at first iooked upon as expensive toys, 
but now they are becoming popular both 
for pleasure and business. You will find 
fhe airship following the same line of 
development and that before very long.” 

“Do you think electricitv will give us 
the future masterw over the air?’ 

M. Dumont was doubtfu! on the point 
“At present, certainly not.”” he said, 
“The petroleum motor is the only one 
tht serves for today. You may find the 
new power in liquid air, but I doubt 
whether vou will find it in electricity. 
The weight of an electric battery puts 
that source of power out of the ques- 
tion altogether. To obtain one-horse 
power in an airship by means of elec- 
tricitv vou have to carrv a battery weigh- 
ing hetween sixtv and seventy pounds, 
but I can get the same power from a 
petroleum motor with a weight of seven 
pourds only. My Eiffel tower airshin 
hed sixteen horsepower, and the one now 
being built in Monaco is to have ninetv 
horsepower supplied from two motors of 
equal capacity. The fel, of course. is 
partly supolied from the air itself. and 
with this free supply of oxygen it is not 
necesearv to carry ee much petroleum as 
one wonld think. The new machire is 
caleulated to en for ten hours without 
beirg replenished.’”’ 

‘Ie there no danger from petroleum 
motore?" : 

“Nothing bevond the ordinarv dangers 
of anv kind of air travel. The mbdtors 
are sometimes liable to stop workine for 
a momert or two when the halloen 
pitches: but I have never had an accident 
to sneak’ of. All m~ accidents have been 
veefinl aceciderts. Seeing that mv new 
machine will be th® seventh, I think T 
have done fatriv well. havine come off 
with nothing worse than a broken head.” 

‘What particular feelings have vou 
when von steer threnueh the air ot will?’ 

The aerunaut emilet’. ‘The Arivine of 
a spirited horse is rothing to it. nor cen 
the steering of a fine vacht tn a stiff 
breeze he comnared to it. It is an en- 
tirelvy new sensation to have a monster 
machine high in the air antwerine to 
every tonch of the rudder instantiv. I 
helieve I have almost perfected the 
steer*'n@e ennaratus. In the old balloons 
the wind wes ovr macter. hut now we are 
mastor of the wind The faeter we trevel.

COMMITTEE MEETS TODAY 


Several Sessions of the Finance Com- 
mittee Necessary To Hear 
from All the Depart- 
ments.

From all indications, an unusual demand 
will be made for increases in all directions 
in the January apportionment sheet. 

At the meeting of the finance commit- 
tee, held yesterday at 11 o'clock a. m., 
' Chief W. R. Joyner, ef the fire depart- 
ment; President Lyman Hall, of the 
School of Technology; Captain James W. 
English, who also represented that insti- 
* tution; Captain James F. O'Neill, of the 
Gate City Guard, and Captain E. E. Pom- 
eroy, of the Atlanta Grays, all appeared 
and asked for additional annropriations 
on the part of the city of considerable 
amounts. 

This was but the first of a series of 
meetings which are to be held for the pur- 
pose of hearing from the various depart- 
ments of the city. The board of educa- 
tion, which is badly in need of more 
money; the police department, the san- 
itg@ry department and the water works 
department are all to be heard from. Each 
is expected to ask for a considerable in- 
crease over the year 1991. 

At yesterday’s meeting Chief W. R. 
Joyner stated that he needed $1,500 for ad- 
ditional hose, $5,000 to purchase a water 
tower, $750 for the purpose of repairing 
the hook and ladder and $3,500 to enable 
the department to place its wires un- 
derground, He also stated that a new 
fire engine house was badly needed in the 
third ward. This, he stated, would cost 
@t. least $6,500 for the building alone and 
$2,000 would be needed to properly equip 
it. The total additional amount asked 
for by Chief Joyner was $15,250. 

Wants Amount Doubled. 

Captain Hall made a statement in re- 
gard to School of Technology, in which 
he asked that the city double. its 
present appropriation. The present sum 
given by the city is $2,500. This was 
agreed upon when the school was in its 
infancy. Captain Hall said that the in- 
crease in the size and scope of the school 
had been remarkable and he thought that 
the finance committee ought to take that 
fact into consideration in makinz out 
its apportionment for the coming year. 
Captain James W. English, who has al- 
Ways been a loyal supporter of the school, 
also urged that more money be givén it 
by the city. 

Captain James F. O'Neill and Captain 
Pomeroy made speeches in which they 
asked that the $3,000 now given by the 
city to military companies be increased 
to $5,000.

THIS COW CAUSED TROUBLE.

J. R. Neighbors Gets Fined | 
in Court. 
. The fact that a cow, which was not 
subject to an attachment, had been 
levied upon by a justice court bailiff was 
instrumental in getting J. R. Neighbors 
into trouble before Judge Calhoun in the 
city criminal court yesterday.

@ case was made against Bailiff Dean, 
who served the attachment, and also 
against Neighbors, who was instrumental 
in having the levy made. 

When this case was tried before Judge 
Calhoun he directed° a verdict of not 
guilty in the Dean case, while Neighbors 
was found guilty of a misdemeanor and 
ordered to pay a fine of $50 and costs or 
serve six months on the public works. 
The law hajds that anyone who causes 
@ process attachment to be levied upon 
property known to be not subject to such 
process they shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

During the trial Neighbors was repre- 
sented by Attorney W. H. Withers and 
Attorney Jerome McAfee assisted Solici- 
tor Black in the prosecution.

How To Judge Tobacco. 

Harper's Weekly: Color, burn and 
texture are the three thines whicn the 
grower of tobacec has chiefly to consider. 
At present the trade calls for a light 
cirramon-brown shade, which must be 
uniform not metticd. The leaf, when 
rolled on a cigar and smoked, must have 
a white or light gray hard ash, which 
dees not flake off and fall into one's 
bosom or over his waistcoat, and it must 
not “coal’’--i. e., have a black charred 
ring just behind the ash on the burniag 
cigar. This is sure to give a bad flavor 
and taste. The 
and when lighted hold firmly for 
a reasonable time. it must have a soft, 
silvery 
einsticity of a piece of kid, so that it may 
be drawn smovuthly and closely about the 
cigar. Flavor is not wanted in Connecti- 
cut tobacco, for if there be much of it, 
it is sure to be bad.

RETURN OF.PROPERTY 


Delegation from That City Says 
an Annual Encampment 
Was Promised, 


CALLED ON GOVERNOR 10 
ASK FOR AN ENCAMPMENT 


Governor Says He Has Hardly Money 
Enough To Give an Encampment 
to Half the Troops—Will 
Take Matter Under 
Consideration. 


Citizens of Griffin may demand the 
restoration to them of the grounds and 
buidings at Camp Northen unless the 
state makes some provision for an annual 
encampment which, it is claimed, was 
promised that city. 

A delegu.-on of Griffin citizens came to 
Atlanta yesterday to interview Gov- 
ernor Candler on the subject. The dele- 
gation was composed of Mayor David J. 
Bailey, Senator Seaton Grantland, Rep- 
resentative J. J. Flynt. Captain J. Henry 
Smith, of the Griffin Rifles: W. J. Kin- 
caid and several other prominent citi- 
zens. 

They informed the governor that the 
city of Griffin had expended the sum 
of $30,000 in securing and fitting up the 
grounds at Camp Northen, and that it 
had been done on the distinct under- 
standing that there should be an annual 
encampment there of the state troops. 

Senator Grantland said that the agree- 
ment was in the nature of a contract. 
the state having given its promise of an 
annual encampment a8 a cons'‘deration 
for Griffin’s furnishing the grounds and 
supplying lights and water during the 
encampments. If the state did not in- 
tend to continue these encampments, he 
gave it to be understood that the peo- 
ple of Griffin wanted to know it and said 
steps would probably be taken to have 
the property at Camp Northen revert to 
those who gave it. 

Mayor Bailey took a somewhat differ- 
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ent .view of the matter. He said the 
people did not want the property back, 
but they do want the state encamp- 
ments which were promised them. They 
wanted the encampments as a matter of 
right and justice in return for what they 
had done for the state. 

Not Enough Money. 
Governor Candler called attention to 
the fact that’he would have money 
enough to give an encampment of, per- 
haps, less than half the state troops. 
There was only $20,000 appropriated for 
the military fund, and by law the ex- 
penses of riot duty must also be paid 
out of this. The governor will have to hold 
back about $5,000 or $6,000 of the amount 
for riot duty and for office expenses, 
leaving less than* $15,000 for an encamp- 
ment or for armory rent, as it may be 
determined to apply it. 

The members of the Griffin delegation 
assured the governor that they would be 
satisfied with an encampment of one- 
half the troops, if no more can be had, 
and urged him to gend them there this 
year. Captain Smith said he did not 
care to urge that his company be al- 
lowed to go in, but requested only that 
such troops as the governor might see 
fit should bé sent to Griffin for an en- 
campment this year. 

Governor Candler said he did not know 
what he could do in the matter, but 
would take it under consideration and 
reach some conclusion ag soon as possi- 
ble. 

“I don’t know what I shall do.” the 
governor said. “I am in a quandary. 
I have never yet learned how to get a 
bushel in a peck measure, and I don’t 
believe it can be done. It is by no 
means certain that there will be no 
encampment this year. I shall investi- 
gate the claims made by Griffin, and do 
the best I can in the matter and what 
I think right and proper for all con- 
eerned. But I don’t see how we can hold 
much of an encampment with $15,000.” 


Deeded to the State. 

The property at Camp Northen was 
deeded to Georgia for the purpose of 
holding state encampments during the 
administration of Governor. Northen. 
The deed is now in possession of the 
adjutant general, but a military official 
who is familiar with its terms says 
there wag no contract with Griffin that 
there should be an annual encampment 
there, It was simply stated in the deed, 
he said, that the grounds should revert 
to the donors whenever Camp Northen 
should by an act of the legislature be 
given up. as a state camping ground. 
Under this deed, he stated the property

FOUR-YEAR FUGITIVE CAUGRT 


Negro Assailant of Policeman D. F. 
Cook Returned from Birmingham. 


WAS BOUND OVER YESTERDAY 


Goes to Tower in Default of $750 
Bond—Cut Officer in the Neck 
December 4, 1897. 


After having been a fugitive from jus- 
tice for four years, Bud Conwell, a negro, 
was yesterday afternoon bound over to 
the superior court by Justice of the Peace 
Edgar H. Orr on the charge of assault 
with intent to murder, the offense being 
assault on a policeman. Judge Orr as- 
sessed a bond of $750, in default of which 
Conwell was placed in the Tower. 

The negro was charged with assaulting 
Policeman D. F. Cook with a knife on 
December 4, 1897. The affair occurred on 
Saturday night near the corner of Fair 
and Peters street. According to the 
statement of Policeman Cook he was en- 
deavoring to disperse a crowd of negroes 
who had gathered on the corner and or- 
dered.a negro woman to move on. 

He says the woman.told him she was 
waiting for Bud Conwell and that when 
he came up he told her not to go home, as 
directed. He testified that he started to 
arrest Conwell and that as he took hold 
of him, the negro hit at him, cutting him 
in\the neck. He stated that the negro 
then ran away and that he foliowed, not 
knowing that he was cut until he had 
gone some distance. 

The negro made good his escape. Ever 
since the police have been on the lookout 
for him. Detective Newport Lanford has 
been on his trail several times, locating 
him in different cities.
